'offleea are not easily aeeeMibb And 

it hard to get proper instruction in 
the law. Next yeni, when ever mato 
ried person Uving with wife or hna> 
band and having a net income of 

$2,0Q0, and every unmarried person 
not the head of a family and having 
a net income of |1,000 f^r the yeer 

1917 mnst make return of income 
on the form prescribed, there will 
tie hundreds in every eonwnaity, 
seckin^r lipht on the law, and help 
in executing their returns. Ify own 
and every other eolleetion district 
in the nation will lie divided into 
districts, with the county as the 
unit, and a government oflBcer in- 
formed of the income tax assijjned 
to each district. He will -^pi-TMi 
hardly less than a week in each 
eenaty,_and *ki some coonties a 
lonf^er time, very likely in tlie 
courthouse at the county-seat 
town. In eities where thoie are 
collectors' tiranch ofTiccs, he will no 
there, and in other cities pus4->ibly ut 
the city hall. My office will in due 
time ad\isc postmasters and hunk- 
ers wind send out notices to the 
ncwsjiapers statinp when the offlc- 
i^r will be in euch county. It will 
he unnecesisarv fur prospective 
taxpayers to usk my office for 
t'urms on which to make returns. 
The (jfflcer who visits their county 
will have them. 

"It may be stated aa a matter of 
ffenera! infoniiatidii llmt 'net in- 
come' is the reuiuiuder after sub- 
tracting expenses frOm gross in- 
ciiaic. I'ersonal, family, or living 
expense is not expense in the mean- 
ing of the law, the exemption being 
allowed to cover such expenses. 

"The new exemptions uf iiil,000 
ind $2,000 win add tens of thous- 
inds to the number of income tax- 
;iayers in this district, inasmueh as 
iiactically every furme^ merchant, 
: I a<lesman, professional ' man and 
■-ahirv worker and a grent many 
wage workers will be required to 
iimke return and pay tax. 

"The law makes if the duty of 
'he taxpayer to seek out the col- 
lector. Many people assume that if 
in incoMie lax forni is not sent, or a 
{overument utiicer does not call, 
hey are relieved from making ru- 
iKdi. This i.s decidedly in error. 
It is the other way round. The tax- 
payer has to go to *the government 
and il lie doesn't within the time 
prescribed, he is a violator of the 
law, and the government will go to 
l im with its pcxaltiaB.*'
